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Claims 

1 . An adhesive tape for use as a cutter bar for dispensing cartons, said adhesive tape 
comprising: 

5 a) a backing of between about 2 mils (0.05 mm) to about 7 mils (0. 1 8 mm) in 

thickness comprised of a polymeric fibn material selected from the group 
consistmg of polyester, polypropylene and polyethylene, and 
b) said backing having opposite edges, and opposite sides, one of said sides 
being coated with an adhesive having high adhesion to a fiber board for 
1 0 forming dispensing cartons. 

2. The tape of Claim 1 wherein one edge of the tape is formed with a saw-toothed 
edge. 

IS 3. The dispensing carton of Claim 1 wherein said cutting edge is a straight edge. 

4. The tape of Claim 1 wherein said adhesive is selected fix>m the group consisting of 
heat activated hot melt adhesives and hot melt pressure sensitive adhesives. 

20 S . The tape of Claim 4 wherein said adhesive is an EVA based hot melt adhesive. 

6. The tape ofClaimS\i^erein said baclduig is corona treated. 

7. A method of forming a cutting edge on a dispensmg carton for film, foil or paper 
25 comprising the steps of: 

a) fonning a tape having a polymeric backing coated with an adhesive on one 
side, 

b) supplying a roll ofsaid tape to the application station in a box fonning 
machine, 

30 c) applying the tape to the carton board in the box fonning tnachine and 

laminating the same, and 
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d) cutting the carton board into carton blanks and the tape lengthwise to fonn a 
cutting edge on each blank. 

8. The method of Claim 7 wlierein the method includes the step of die cutting the 
carton board and the tape to form a serrated edge in the tape adhered to the carton 
board. 

9. The method of Claim 7 wherein the method includes the step of cutting the tope 
backing to form a serrated edge along an edge of the tape. 

10. The method of Claim 7 wherein the tape compiises a backing formed of a 
polymeric material selected from the group consisting of polyester, polyelhyleiie 

_and-polypropylene. j 



IS 11; The method according to Claim. lOviiierein the adhesive comprises an EVA hot 
melt adhesive. 

12. The tape of Claim 1 ^^4lerein said backing is heat resistant between aboyt 160T 
/ (7PC) and about 350T(17rC).

13. The method according to Claim 1 1 wherein said backing is corona treated. 

14. A dispensing carton for use in (Uspeiising foil, paper and film comprisi^^ 

a) a front panel, a bottom panel, a rear panel, each haying panels at opposite 
25 ends to fonn the ^ds of the carton; 

b) a Ud connected to the rear panel and a flangejoined to the Ud to oveirlq) said 
front panel; and 

c) a cutting edge formed on one of said fix>nt panel and said flange joined to 
said lid for severing lengths of material dispensed from said carton, said 

30 cutting edge fonned of a polymeric rnatOTal selected from the gro 

comprising polyester, polypropylene and polyethylene and having a 



thickness between 2 mils (.05 mm) and 7 mils (. 1 8 mm) and adhered to said 
one of said panel and flange by adhesive. 

1 5. The dispensing carton of Claim 1 4 wherein the adhesive comprises an EVA hot melt 
S adhesive. 

16. The dispensing carton of Claun 14 wherein the polymeric material back^ 
resistant between about 160T (71*0) and about 350T (17?*C). 

10 17. The dispensing carton of Claim 14 wherein said cutting edge has a serrated edge . 

1 8. The dispensing carton of Claim 1 4 wiierein the cutting edge projects above the edge 
of the fiont p anel. 

IS 19. The dispensing carton of Claim 14 wherein said backing is corona treated. 

20. Hie dispensing carton of Claim 14 wherein said cutting edge is a straight edge.
